The present invention is directed to segmenting and recombining single user 
data in ATM AAL2 common sublayer packets from/to ATM AAL2 cells and ATM internal 
AAL cells within a wireless infrastructure apparatus. Each independent claim identifies 
the uniquely distinct features: 

The closest prior art, Peterson in view of Kawakami and Song disclose 
conventional wireless infrastructure apparatus comprising conversion between ATM 
AAL2 cells and AAL' cells , either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render 
the above features obvious.
